1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sato 
in view of Paten Abstract of Japan as cited by applicant and Aruga et a! . 

Sato discloses wiper control apparatus comprising wiper drive device drives wiper 
blades used to wipe glass surface at one of low speed and high speed. Wiper drive 
engages wiper blades in high speed operation when vehicle speed is high and low 
speed when vehicle speed is low see col 1 lines 10-30. Sato lacks disclosing washer 
switch turned to spray washing fluid and when vehicle speed is high, wiper are in high 
speed operation and judging device to judge whether vehicle speed is equal or higher 
than predetermined speed. Patent abstract of Japan prior art see constitution disclose 
washer switch turned to spray washer fluid when vehicle speed is high and wiper s in 
high speed operation. Aruga et al discloses judging device see col 2 lines 21-33, col 3 
lines 10-15, col 8 lines 45-50 and col 12 lines 40-45. It would have been obvious to one 
or ordinary skill in the art to combine wiper control of Sato with patent abstract of Japan 
's spray washing wiper fluid with respect to speed of vehicle and judging means of 
Aruga et al for improved wiper angle and wiper control.
